Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 5-9, 13-18, 20-30 and 40-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by WO 2004/108458. WO 2004/108458 discloses a vehicular 
weatherseal comprising a rigid polymeric backbone 12 having a flange engaging 
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channel 14 and window receiving channel 16, the window receiving channel being 
inverted relative to the flange engaging channel and defined by a substantially 
curvilinear cross section since at least a portion of the window receiving channel is 
curved, the window receiving channel includes a window channel closed end (not 
numbered, but shown in figure 1 ) having a varying radius of curvature as shown at the 
right and left hand sides of the window receiving channel, a linear segment (not 
numbered, but shown in figure 1 connecting the window receiving channel to the flange 
engaging channel), a sealing lip 24, a trim lip 24, the backbone is monolithic, and a 
second attachment tab 18B. 

It should be noted that each of the flange engaging channel and the window 
receiving channel have no set definitions in the art. Therefore, each of the flange 
engaging channel and the window receiving channel can comprise all to only a portion 
of the channels 14 and 16, respectively, and as shown in figure 1 . 

With respect to claim 7, the linear segment can be any portion of the segment 
joining the flange engaging channel and the window receiving channel. 

Since claim 49 recites no more than process steps, it has been treated as a 
process by product claim and is therefore anticipated by the product as set forth above. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over WO 
2004/108458 as applied to claims 1, 5-9, 13-18, 20-30 and 40-50 above. WO 
2004/108458 is silent concerning an inner radius of curvature to thickness ratio for the 
window channel closed end. 

However, one of ordinary skill in the art is expected to routinely experiment with 
parameters so as to ascertain the optimum or workable ranges for a particular use. 
Accordingly, it would have been no more than an obvious matter of engineering design 
choice, as determined through routine experimentation and optimization, for one of 
ordinary skill to provide the window channel closed end with an inner radius of curvature 
to thickness ratio greater than approximately 1 but less than approximately 2.5 to 
ensure the sealing lips properly seal against the windowpane. 

Claims 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
WO 2004/108458 as applied to claims 1 , 5-9, 13-18, 20-30 and 40-50 above. WO 
2004/108458 is silent concerning the particular inner radius of curvature to thickness 
ratio for the flange channel closed end. 

However, one of ordinary skill in the art is expected to routinely experiment with 
parameters so as to ascertain the optimum or workable ranges for a particular use. 
Accordingly, it would have been no more than an obvious matter of engineering design 
choice, as determined through routine experimentation and optimization, for one of 
ordinary skill to provide the flange channel closed end with a radius of curvature to 
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thickness ratio of approximately 1 but less than approximately 2.5 to ensure the sealing 
lips properly seal against the windowpane. 

Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over WO 
2004/108458 as applied to claims 1 , 5-9, 13-18, 20-30 and 40-50 above, and further in 
view of Keeney et al. Keeney et al. disclose a weatherseal comprising an elongation 
reducing member 72. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide WO 
2004/108458 with an elongation reducing member, as taught by Keeney et al., to 
increase the strength of the weatherseal. 

Claims 1 , 5, 6 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over European Patent Publication No. 0 367 731 in view of Keeney et al. European 
Patent Publication No. 0 367 731 discloses a vehicular weatherseal comprising a flange 
engaging channel 10 and a window receiving channel 13, the window receiving channel 
being inverted relative to the flange engaging channel and defined by a substantially 
curvilinear cross section as shown in figure 2, having a varying radius of curvature and 
a constant wall thickness defined by the wall 13. European Patent Publication No. 0 
367 731 is silent concerning a rigid polymeric backbone. 

However, Keeney et al. discloses a weatherseal comprising polymeric backbone 
68. See column 3, lines 40-45. 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide European 
Patent Publication No. 0 367 731 with a polymeric backbone, as taught by Keeney et 
al., to make the weatherseal more readily bendable. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed April 20, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are moot in view of the new grounds of rejection.
